Pierce county camp is unugual in 
the excellence of the food furnished 
the men. While there was no criti- 
cism to be made of food at any camp, 


that at Pierce was astonishing in its| 


goodness. The committee had dinner. 
there, arriving just as convicts were 
being fed and eating the sanie food 
these men get. Country sausage, 
beans, coffee, hot biscuits and Georgia 
cane syrup, in unlimited quantities, 
made a dinner good enough Yor any 


ne. 

The camp where the worst type of 
convicts,and the greatest severity in 
their handling was found was in Tatt- 
nall county. The warden there is 
given many prisoners who have been 
turned back to the prison commission 
as“mpossible to handle by other war- 
dens. He has a reputation for pre- 
venting escapes and the worst cases 
are sent to him as a result. 

Even in Tattnall county, however, 
convicts who behaved themselves were 
found to be rfectly satisfied and 
living well. he man who “fails to 
get nalong,’’ has only himself to blame. 

Three negroes, all serving their sec- 
ond, third or fourth terms, and all 
of whom had escaped one or more 
times from other camps, complained 
that they were ill treated. One said 
he had been beaten and kicked in the 
jaw by a guard and claimed that the 
warden and one guard in particularly 
were extremely brutal. Another com- 
plained of the amount of chain he was 
compelled to wear. “A white prisoner, 
serving a life sentence for murder, 
complained that he was physically. un- 
able to work every day, yet was com- 


pelled ‘ 
showed that the ceunty physician had 
examined all at their request.and pro- 
nounced them well able to Work. ~ * 

These unruly negro prisoners in 


Tattnall. were compelled to carry 
chains wound round their waists and 
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quarrel over a gambling game: 

In the last analysis the treatment 
of convicts depends on the character 
of the man chosen as warden. Bad 
convicts naturally gravitate to the se- 
vere 
that the average prisoner gets about 
the type of treatment he rves. 

However, to repeat, proper control 
of convicts who are worked on the 
roads will never be possible so long 
as the whip is forbidden. 

The use of the lash should be per- 
mitted with striet restrictions around 
it to prevent brutality. 

No warden or guard -should be al- 
lowed to whip a prisoner anywhere 
except in the convict camp. In other 
pends. whipping should not be al- 
lowed while the men are at work on 
the roads. Not more than 10 strokes 
of the lash. should be allowed and 
county physician should be present at 
every whipping. ~“Recerds of every 
whipping administered should, of 
course, be kept. 

Under restrictions such as*these the 
lash could never be brutally used. In 
event a warden did exceed these re- 
strictions it’ should be the duty of 
a state prison inspector to report him 
and his removal from office should 
then be made. 

Humanitarians brought about the 
prohibition of the lash in. Georgia 
convict camps. Those same humani- 
tarians should now visit, unannounced, 
a representative group of camps in 
the state as I have.done, and see con- 
ditions for themselves. They should 
compare the brutality of some of the 
punishment devices now in use with 
the lash. They should talk with coun- 
ty commissioners, with the wardens, 
the guards and the convicts themselves, 

Then; it is safe to guarantee YO per 
cent of them at least will be converted 
as I have been and will believe, as I 
now do, that properly controlled whip- 
ping is the only method of disciplining 
unruly convicts in Georgia. — 

It isn’t necessary to use the whip 
often. Most wardens declare the hard- 
est thing any man ever undertook was 
to whip another. Whippings, in the 
average camp, would not occur once 
a year. But the mere knowledge that 
the warden could whip, if necessary, 
would bring about a better atmosphere, 
would improve the morale of the men 
themselves. 

It would prevent such incidents as 
occurred in Toombs county soon after 
the lash was abolished. There, a good 
Baptist preacher had been in the habit 
of going to the camp twice a month 
on Sundays to preach to prisoners. 
After the lash was abolished they 
cufsed him and made so much noise 
when he began to preach tHat he could 
not be heard and camp services had to 
be discontinued, 

And, without any reasonable means 
of discipline, the warden was power- 
less to prevent it.

Watkins was unusually cheerful Fri- 
day night at his home. but slept littie 
during the night. He arose early. 
and, without eating breakfast, left 
home tor the office about 7 o’elock. 
That he shot himself shortly after ar- 
riving at the office was indicated by 
the fact that he still wore his over- 
coat. His hat was found on the floor 
near the body. leading to the belief 
that he was still wearing it when he 
fired the shot. . 

The bullet entered the brain at the 
left « temple, ranging upward, and 
plowed through the top of the skull, 
striking the ceiling and falling near. 
the body. Call Officers Higgens and 
McKinney answered the alarm, finding 
the body cold, as though death had 
come several hours before the discoy- 
ery. 

Mr. Watkins was a man who could 
write equally as well with. his left 
hand as with his right hand, it was 
brought out in the inquegt when at- 
tention was drawn to the fact that the 
bullet entered the left side of his tem- 
ple, evidently fired by the left hand.

A certain group of temperance or- 
ganizations, called the United Com- 
mittee for Law Enforcement, with 
Clinton Howard at its head, sent to 
the white house a document denounc- 
ing President Coolidge and officials, 
responsible for enforcing the national 
prohibition law. 

This publicity given out through the 
press left the impression that Mr: 
Howard represented the 26 or more 
temperance societies in the National 
Temperance Council and National 
Legislative conference. Such is far 
from the truth. The National Wom- 
an’s Chrigtian Temperance union and 
the Anti- 
bers of this group led by Mr. Howard, 
and their officers did not approve of 
his statements. The temperance board 
of the Methodist Episcopal church. 
the Flying Squadron Foundation and 
the Good’ Templars expressed their 
disapproval by withdrawing from the 
United Dry committee. 


Mrs. Ella A. Boorse, president of 
the National W, C, T. U., was. re- 
ceived by the chief executive at the 
white house, and explained to Presi- 
dent Coolidge that the white ribboners 
of the nation will support him in all 
of his efforts for enforcement of the 
law.

Again New: Zealand has voted on 


General Lincoln C. Andrews, head 
of the federal enforcement department, 
is coming to Georgia and will speak 
in Savannah, December 27, the state 
press has announced. Citizens of this 
state who know General Andrews and 
what he is doing wish he would speak 
in every Georgia city. 


His address at the recent National 
W. C. T. U. convention in Detroit 
was outstanding, his plans for en- 
forcement clear, practical and definite. 

For one thing, he said that “all 
law enforcement agencies gf govern- 
ment—federal, state, municipal—must 
attack the supply and the operator. 
All organizations and good citizens 


interested in community welfare must 


attack the market. What is the mar- 
ket? It is the people who insist on 
buying liquor at no matter ‘what 
cost.” 


He then explained that attacking 
the market mean temperance educa- 
tion, the creation of temperance senti- 
ment, bringing “about a state of mind 
that believes in temperance, in ‘total 
abstinence.” 


Some of the thing® which Genera] 
Andrews has done within the past few 
weeks are: Revocation of all exist- 
ing sacramental wine permits, to take 
effect December 31. The new restric- 
tions that have been ordered on their 
reissuance will limit the flow of liq- 
uor through this channel. 


The formulae for alcohol for rub- 
bing and bathing purposes have been 
so changed that it will be difficult to 
recover the alcohol by redistillation. 


Tron-clad regulations have been 
made for the movement of liquors on 
railroads, providing that carriers must 
file heavy bonds with prohibition au- 
thorities to guarantee protection 
against law violators. 


A new system for the granting of 
permits for industrial alcohol..which, 
it is believed, will stop leaks, goes 
into effect soon. 


Under the old rcvenue laws permits 
were issued for the making of 200 
gallons of wine without payment of 
tax. When national prohibition went 
into operation these permits were no 
longer in effect ;- nevertheless, a quan- 
tity of wine has been manufactured 
under them, especially in California 
and homes of foreigners: General An- 
drews have revoked all permits of 
this character.

Mrs. Fitzpatrick stated that the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs 
was the first to establish a student 
aid foundation, which now rmounts 
to more than $40,000. She said that 
Tallulah Falls school is the very 
“heart of the federation,” and the 
only one in the world owned and 
maintained by a state federation, and 
entirely controlled by.a board of trus- 
tees composed solely of women. She 
spoke of the om pa of the work of 

a “Greater Tallulah” and of the ben- 
efit performances of “Sun-Up,” in the 
city of Chicago, which was written by 
a Georgia woman, with the net pro- 
eeeds of $2,000, which was the nu- 
cleus of the fund. 

Mrs. Fitzpatrick stated that the 
scrool plant at Tallulah was now 
worth more than $100,000, where the 
slogan is “loyalty, courtesy and co- 
operation,” these three essentials be- 


jing instilled into the minds and hearts 


of the mountain students. She said 
that the Tallulah Falls and endow- 
ment funds were now complete, but 
that the maintenance amounts to $12.- 
000 per year, with the annual added 
number of students knocking at its 
doors. She begged that the Bruns- 
wick club and all others over the 
state greatly increase their contribu- 
tions to this school, as the need was 
growing more acute with each new 
term. The speaker stated that $150 
would keep one child in the school for 
a year, and that a scholarship of $2,- 
000 would care for a_ student for 
all time in the school. She asked that 
any philanthropically inclined citizen 
of Brunswick bear this in mind and 
remember this great school, “The 
Light in the Mountains.” She term- 
ed the efforts of this school as being 
the greatest piece of American work 
ever accomplished, with the students 
bearing the purest Anglo-Saxon blood 
in the United States.

Chambers 
is the Junior Music club. This is an 
organization consisting of the musie 
pupils of Mrs. Coleman and Mrs, 
Chambers that is making a study of 
the famous composers and their con- 
tributions to music. In connection 
with their music course, they also 
study certain phases of literature. 

One of the most unique social oc- 
casions ever held in Fort Gaines was 
a beautiful colonial tea which was 
given February 22, 1925 by the mem- 
bers of the Woman's med when all 
the “lords and ladies? met attired 
ufter the fashion of Martha and 
George Washington. A lovely program 
concluding with the minuet added to 
the gala occasion. 

For the club year 1925-26, Mrs. W.

By their system of expert super- 
vision, Maryland is able to have as 
good teaching in the one and two- 
teacher schools. as they do in the 
graded schools of the towns. Most 
of the teachers -have been trained in 
one of the three normal schools 
located in. different parts of the 
State. The graduate of a normal 
school, beginning in a one-teacher 
school, receives as her first year’s 
Salary the sum of $950.00 and this 
is increased from year to year as she} 
gains in experience, to a maxinium 
of $1,200 for ten months’ work. 
The length of term and salaries aré 
uniform throughout the state.

PREVENTED SAYS 
TIRE EXPERT 


Automobile tires with treads de- 
Signed to give the greatest amount 
of traction will do much to minimize 
the likelihood of skidding and slip- 
ping during the winter months. 

Much skidding and slipping could 


‘be prevented if motorists would ex- 


ercise greater care in handling of 
kes, according to Miller tire men. 
In. the winter time When streets 
and roads are icy a lighter pressure 
of the brake pedal is necessary to 
give proper braking effect, than in 
summer when the roads and streets 
are dry and firm. When’ streets are 
icy it is very easy to jam on the 
brakes enough to lock the wheels,

ne, 
On slippery streets and hills the 
brake pedal should be,used with cau- 
tion. Better braking effect can be 


had by shutting off the,spark and

Some motorists report that the 
best braking effect can be obtained by 

plying the brakes off then on rap- 
idly, which will stop any tendency for 
the wheels to lock before they have 
time to skid. No person can claim 
to be an expert driver when he locks 
the wheels either habitually or in 
emergencies, because in locking them 
he transfers the braking effect from 
the brake drums to the tire where it 
contacts with the pavement. 

A tire correctly designed to afford 
the greatest possible traction must 
have a surface that will give sure 
contact with the road so as to pre- 
vent wheel spinning and slipping. It 
should have considerable road contact, 
because the greater the contact nat- 
urally the greater the traction. 

Flat tread construction has been 
found to give the necessary traction. 
Tires built on the flat-tread principle 
by being made the shape they take 
under load afford better traction be- 


. sides giving longer wear.

BLOOD TELLS 
IN RACING 
STEEDS |

While a good race horse is apt to 
come from any family, those who pur- 
chase racing material in the rough 
must, if they expect to make a profit 
confine their selections to the strains 
which produce a volume of speed. A 
glance over the list of great race horses 
which have from year to year carried 
almost everything before them in the 
leading circuits shows that many of 
the best were the sole representatives 
of their sires. All of the other foals 
were either failures as race horses or 
only made a fair showing in moderate 
company. 

The sires of such horses as Rarus, 
Walter Ryland T., Anderson's 
Nightingale, Sonoma Girl, Highball, 
R. T.-C., Johnson, Prince Albert and 
The Eel would have been forgotten if 
it had not been for their showing on 
the turf. What was true in their 
day is true now and always will be. 
Nature bas many secrets when it 
comes to producing race horses. All 
that a buyer can take for a guide is 
what is on record and what the horse 
under consideration can show. 

No one can purchase all of the 
promising colts by. a stallion in the 
hope of getting a star even if it should 
prove a champion. There must be 
a number that can pay their way or 
the flame is not worth the candle. 

Back in the eighties the manage- 
ment of the Jewett farm near Kast 
Aurora, N. Y., decided to keep all of 
the foals by Jerome Eddy and devyel- 
op them. A number of tempting of- 
fers for whist looked like racing ma- 
terial were .urned down. When the 
trial day came the bulk of the farm 
products were shy of speed while 
Jerome Eddy’s best performer was 
bred by a manufacturer in Connecti- 
cut.

Cizeck, of Vienna, and Dr. Decroly, 
of Brussels, and were familiar with 
the. progressive educational ideas of 
these leaders. Indeed, the more we 
talked about it the more it seemed 
the one thing to do. But Fanneal 
never talks long, she aets! She found 
the location that just suited her, 
started the fifteenth of last December, 
to clear the Florida jungle, had the

In. her’ delightfully for- 
eign accent and with a, perfect com- 
mand of English, she stressed the im- 
portant roles played by Miss Fanneal 
Harrison and Miss Catherine Gavin 
in Belgium. They were sent by Her- 
bert Hoover to undertake the task of 
building up the health of the children 
of Belgium, of all our children who 
had been undernourished during the 
war years. Her gratitude to them 
is very great and when the oppor- 
tunity came she joyfully left her 
school to show them in some measure 
the gratitude that all Belgians feel. 
“Dr. Decroly was glad, too, to have 
me come a’‘ad for the same reason,” 
said she. “Out of his great friend- 
ship for them and his admiration 
of the work that they had accom- 
plished, he lent me freely to their 
new enterprise, and I have realized 
at the out-of-door school at Sarasota 
an educational ideal. Just imagine, 
if you can, in the marvelous setting 
of southern Florida a group of simple 
iittle- wooden buildings, all painted 
green, and gay with flower borders. 
Ob,.. it_is. the most adorable little 
school in all the world!” — - 

“Each class group has its own 
house, its own animals, its own plants, 
its own scheme of classroom decora- 
tion. Each child loves his - class- 
house because it is his schoolhome, 
the place where he has free play for 
his activities, his tastes and his 
creative abilities. If you could see 
the kindergarten ! A simple room 
has become a child’s paradise. Here 
the right environment has been 
created so that from the time the 
child enters until he leaves he is occu- 
pied and happy.” 
Children Begin Work. 


At 9 o’clock the 5-year-old children 
give the baby animals a morning bath. 
They go for the water, bring it in 
little buckets, wash and dry and brush 
with a tender care and an _ utter 
seriousness that older people find sur- 
prising and somehow touching. “The 
children,” she said; “are soligitous to 
know if their animal friends have 
slept well and they want to know if 
they have gained in weight.

EFORE taking up the Waltz I 
want to offer a few sugges- 
tions on how to gain confi- 
dence in dancing. Since be- 
ginning this series of lessons 
I have received scores of let- 

ters from:people who seem a bit un- 

certain when they start to fight it out 

on the ballroom floor. -Here are a 

few pointers intended to give you 

courage. 

Lack of confidence is caused by an 
insufficient knowledge of the subject. 
When you really know how to dance, 
you will not be lacking in confidence. 
To gain confidence in dancing, or in 
env hing else, you must know your 
sub'ect. 

AS you learn to dance unconscious- 
lv vou will acquire ease and confi- 
cence. If you are lacking in confi- 
dence it is because you are not sure 
of your steps. If you really know 
how to drive an automobile vou have 
confidence in your ability to drive even 
in the most congested traffic. . But 
would you have confidence to drive 
2 car if you had never driven before? 
Confidence comes with knowledge. 
When you know how to dance, and 
know exactly how to do each step, you 
automatically gain ease and _ confi- 
dence. 

earning to dance alone at first will 
hée.p in giving you confidence. The 
common belief that it is impossible to 
learn to dance without a partner is 
absurd. Self-balance cannot be. ac- 
cuired if one leans continually upon 
another.- Until the learner can dance 
properly alone it would be discour- 
teous to ask any one to dance with 
him. ' 7°" tke steps by vourself, and 


then you will be able to dance with any 
dancer in a confident manner. 


To gain confidence and control in 
dancing one should learn to become 
a good leader, and the-secret of being 
a good leader in dancing is to know 
exactly how to do each step—and then 
dance in a decided manner. If you 
are uncertain as to how the steps are 
to be done, how can your partner do 
them without being afraid all the while 
that he will step on your feet, or you 
on his? 

lf you know the steps and can do 
them well, then (if you are the man) 
guide your partner firmly with. your 
right arm and hand, and she will fol-_ 
low if she knows anything about danc- 
ing. There is a mistaken impression 
that the man must guide by pushing 
and pulling. -This is not necessary if 
your partner is awake.

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lt is a recognized fact that people 
who learn to waltz correctly are the 
most graceful dancers and can learn 
other dances more readily than people 
who have not had that advantage. 
For people who have danced the waltz 
before, it is essential that they learn 
the waltz as here given, as these same 
steps are used in various ways in the 
fox-trot and other dances. 

It is safe to say that more than half 
the people dance the two-step in the 
belief that they are dancing the waltz. 
This is due to the fact that a great 
many of the teachers of a few years 
ago did not really know the waltz. 
Also, a great many people who learn- 
ed by themselves—those who “picked 
up” dancing—really picked up the 
two-step, thinking that they were 
learning the waltz. 

The real waltz is a smooth, round 
movement. The two-step is a straight 
movement and the turns are made in 
an angular manner. 

After you have learned both steps 
they will be very plain to you and you 
will have no difficulty in telling one 
from the other. Proceed very care- 
fully at first; that is always the time 
to avoid confusion.

In tuberculosis sanitoria every- 
where patients are taught, among 
other things they should learn as aids 
toward recovery, to resist and aveid a 
good’ deal of unnecessary coughing, 
and that helps to give the sick lungs 
rest. 


Dr. Sigard A. Knopf, noted author- 
ity on tuberculosis, advocates teach- 
ing the patient a confrolled dia- 
phragmatic breathing (breathing 
mainly with the belly), for the lesion 
is in the upper part of the lungs in 
most cases. The technic of this is im- 
parted by the physician thus: 
pat#@nt, relaxed and reclining (not re- 
cumbent), considers that the intake of 
a breath begins in the toe of his right 
foot and the inhalation gradually 
travels up as far as the diaphragm on 
the right side, crosses over, and as 
the breath is slowly let out the ex- 
piration travels down the left leg to 
the left toes. The patiept snust con- 
centrate his' mind on the business; 
about five counts for inhalation (trav- 
eling up right leg and across dia- 
phragm) and four counts for exhala- 
tion (traveling down left leg); then 
@ pause for a moment or two before 
the next intakt. This is a good pas- 
time for the patient to resort to when- 
ever unhappy thoughts come to him; 
it serves to diminish the work of his 
lungs, as much as 6,000 excursions in 
a day with. some patients, and that is 
sure to help toward recovery. At 
first the doctor aids by pointing with 
his finger and the patient follows the 
movement of the finger over the 
course described.

Morality Stabilizes Government. 


How can Christ’s teachings relieve 
the situation?

He gshews how evil 
in the heart will manifest iteelf in 
Greed is at the bottom of 
most of the wrong-doi with which 
government has to deal. The Bible 


7 says “the love of money is a root of 


all kinds of evil.” 
It surely is responsible for un- 


akable ille. The case is so plain 
at human reason would seem suf- 


ficient to furnish a cure. 
not to be difficult to agree upon the’ 
principles that should govern legiti- 
mate accumulations, 

Phere are two propositions that, 
corer the whole ground; one is ece- 
nomic and the other n re- 
ligion. Both are based upen lawe 
of Ged, but ome can be enforced by 
the government, while the other ie 
binding on the conscience alone. 


Reward Is Self-tivident. 
The divine law of rewards is self- 
evident. When Ged gave us the earth 


with its fertile soil, the sunshine with 
its warmth and the rains with their 
moisture, His veice proclaimed as 
clearly aw if it had issued from the 
skies: Go work, and in proportion te 
your industry and ability so shall be 
your reward. This is God's law and 
it will prevail except where force 
suspends it or cunnimg evades it. It, 
is the duty of the church to teach, 
and the duty of Christians to respect, 
God's law of rewards. 


It ie the duty of the government to 


give free course and full sway to the 
divine law of rewards; first, by ab- 
staining frem interference with that 
law; and second, by preventing inter- 
ference by individuai«. Ne decfease 
need be made of the righteousness of 
this law; just in so far as the govern- 
ment can make it possible for each in- 
dividual to draw from society accord- 
ing to his contribution to the welfare 


of society it will encourage the maxi- 


Tt onght mum of effert on the part of the in- 


dividual, and therefere, on the part of 
society a8 a whole. If some receive | 
more than their share, others will 
necessarily receive less than their, 
share-—the very essence of injustice; | 
the former will become indolent he. | 
cause work is not required of them 
and the latter will grow desperate be- 
cause their toil is not fairly rewarded. 
Injustice ig the greatest enemy of gov- 
ernment. 


But there is a sphere which the gov- 
ernment can not and sheuld not in- 
vade. The government's work ‘ends 
when it has insered just rewards by 


preventing unjust profits, but even a 
just government can mot bring about 
an equal distribution of happiness. It 
can and should guarantee ality be- 
fere the law—that is, equality of op- 
portunity and equal treatment at the 
hand of the government—but that will 
not insure equal prosperity to each or 
bestow on all an equal amouat of en- 
joyment. Ability will have to be taken 
into consideration, and likewise, in- 
dustry, integrity and many other fac- 


tors.
